Govt. Hypocritical Freedoms—Downton

Fear of communism is mak- 
ing a shambles of our system 
of civil liberties, Our govern- 
ment promises freedom, but 
imposes restraint. 

It broadcasts to the world a 
description of American free- 
doms, but denies them to for- 
eign students whe come to study 
at our colleges and universities. 
This is American hypocrisy! 

Freedom, to have meaning, 


must be offered to all people 


within our boundaries. Only by 
arguing for universal freedom 
can we truly speak for the free 
world. 
Contradiction 

Fear of communism has 
forced our legislators to support 
a policy allowing only freedoms 
for residents, which is clearly 
a contradiction to universal 
civil rights. By. resorting to the 
totalitarian practices of silenc- 
ing dissent, we eliminate the 
true fabric of America—free 
expression. 

Foreign students must be 


free to express themselves, or 
the United States falls prey to 
a non-democratic technique of 
restraint. Through the inter- 
change of ideas we may under- 
stand more about world cul- 
tures, religions, politics, cus- 
toms and conditions. 

We sacrifice this beneficial 
experience when our govern- 
ment prevents their free ex- 
pression through the Immi- 
gration Laws. It is time we 
begin fearing communism 
less, and start worrying about 
our freedoms 2 little more.

They released him with the 
stern warning that another at- 
tempt to escape meant deporta- 
tion to Siberia. 

Fortunately, Kim's second at- 
tempt was successful.

He then joined the ROK air 
force in 1949 and fought 
throughout the Kerean police 
action. Now 35 years of age, 
Kim holds the rank of lieuten- 
ant-olonel. He is currently on 
leave. 

Kim arrived in the US. last 
January under the military 
student program and was 4as- 
signed to Sacramento State Col- 
lege. Under this program he 
has been allotted four years in 
which to study in this country.

This makes 
Ben Hur virtually unique im the 
category of Biblical spectacles. 

Dominating all of the film 1s 
the theme of the times—the 
birth of Christ, His early years 
and ultimately His crucifixion. 
Although the figure of Christ 
is often showa, you never see 
His face or hear His voice. I 
felt the religious aspects of the 
film were presented in good 
taste and reverence with as 
little distortion as possible. 

The chariot race, as men- 
tioned before, is the greatest 
single sustained thrill ever 
shown upon a motion picture 
screen, The stunt work, as 
various chariots are wrecked, is 
so sensational that it's hard to 
credit. A sea battle, in which 
the Roman galleons destroy the 
Macedonian fleet is spectacle of 
the same almost incredible char- 
acter. 

The cast for Ben Hur has 
also been expertly chosen, The 
three outstanding performances
